Jan. 12 at Beltway Plaza

City officials joined Beltway Plaza management and 
and merchants in cutting the ribbon across the entrance 
to the new Greenbelt Police substation at the Beltway Plaza 
Mall (BPM) on January 12. Mayor Antoinette Bram, who 
wielded the scissors, called the event an auspicious occa- 
sion, the first time the city and the BPM management have 


joined in a cooperative effort. 


Rick Eisenberg, president of 
the Beltway Plaza Merchants 
Association, applauded the open- 
ing. noting that the two officers 
to be stationed at the mall were 
to be jointly funded by the city 
and Beltway Plaza Developers. 
The substation has direct access 
to both the parking lot and the 
mall, he noted. Calling the mall 
already a safe place, Eisenberg 
felt that the presence of the sub- 
station will help provide a better 
perception that it is safe to the 
shopping public. 

Location 

The substation is located on 
the corridor of the mal] leading 
back from the center entrance 
under the new parking structure. 
It is near the eight theatre mo- 
vie complex. There is a back door 


to the substation for police offi- 
cer access to and from the rear 
parking lot of the mall. 
Lieutenant John Lann provided 
a tour of the new facility to 
those attending the ceremony. 
LLann reported that the subsa- 
ticn would not be fully staffed 
until an officer completes training 
at a police academy. Then it 
will operate 40 hours a week. 
“We are not locked in to specific 
hours” Lann told the group. “We 
will respond to the needs of the 
Beltway Plaza. We will be fluid 
in our scheduling.” It was ex- 
pected however, that coverage 
would particularly be provided 
Friday and Saturday evenings. 
Whenever an officer is at the sub- 
station, the door will be open to 
visitors. There will be a sign 





“Suspect’s Bond Revoked™ “ee the Petegates”™ 


In Upcoming Murder Tria 


Ten days before trial, bond was revoked for one of the 
youths charged with the murder of a popular 13-year-old 
Greenbelt boy last May because he allegedly left home and 
visited the home of one of his codefendants, violating the 
terms of pretrial release, according to court records. 


Jarreau Newton, 17, of New 
Carrollton, was sent back to jail 
on Wednesday, January 11, fol- 
lowing allegations by his pre- 
trial release case manager, Carol 
Fletcher, that Newton had failed 
to show up for work and had in- 
stead gone to visit Rico Young, 
18, a defendant in the case who 
is being tried separately, accord- 
ing to a court memorandum filed 
by Fletcher. After a hearing 
on the matter on January 13, 
Judge Steven I. Platt, who is 
also trying the cases arising out 
of the murder, ordered Newton 
held without bond. 

Sheila F. Robinson, the assist 
ant state’s attorney in charge of 
prosecuting both trials, said 
through a spokesperson that 
Newton had not contested the 
facts at the hearing. 

Newton is scheduled to be 
tried in Circuit Court on Monday, 
January 23 for the shooting 
death of Carleton Francis “C. J.” 
Brown II, along with another de- 
fendant, Nicholas Terrebrood. 
Both Newton and Terrebrood, 18, 
are charged with first degree 
murder, conspiracy to commit 
murder, and numerous. other 
charges. Young’s trial is to be 
held on January 31. Young is 
charged with conspiracy to com- 
mit murder, being an accessory 
before the fact to murder, and 
other charges. 

Under the terms of the 
county’s pretrial release pro- 
gram, Newton had been allowed 
to live with his grandparents. 


This is not the first time New- 
ton’s bond status has generated 
controversy. Originally released 
without bond, he was briefly sent 
back to jail after a bond hear- 
ing in Circuit Court before Judge 
Platt. Among the issues involved 
in that hearing were prosecution 
allegations that he was “a clear 
and present threat to public safe- 
ty” and that he was a member 
of a gang whose members had 
beaten a prosecution witness in 
the case. 


The judge ordered a $25,000 
property bond instead of the no- 
bond status requested by the 
State’s Attorney. Newton made 
bail later that same day. 


The Greenbelt City Council and 
Mayor Antoinette M. Bram 
wrote to the chief judge of the 
Maryland District court protest- 
ing Newton’s earlier pretrial re- 
lease. According to court records, 
both the city council and mayor 
of New Carrollton protested 
Platt’s ruling in separate letters 
to Circuit Court Chief Judge 
Willam H. McCullough in Sep- 
tember. 


Platt responded to the New 
Carrollton letters saying he was 
forbidden by judicial ethics from 
commenting on a pending or im- 
pending proceeding. He also cited 
the strictness of pretrial release 
conditions, including that the 
property bond “would cause the 
defendant’s grandfather’s home 
be sold if he violates the condi- 
tions of release.” 


Co-op Gas Station Closes 


The Co-op gas station finally 
closed its doors on December 31, 
1994. To mark the last day of 
business, the station held an 
open house for its friends and 
customers. Many who stopped by 
thanked manager Dave Meadows 
for his years of service to his 
customers and the community at 
large. 

The gas station has been 
bought by Carroll Independent 
Fuel. They, in turn, will lease 
the operation to Greg Kulick, 
who currently runs the Glenn 
Dale Mini Mart. Renovations 
have begun with an expected re- 
opening in March.

GHI Votes “No” to Petition

A standing-room crowd soundly defeated two motions 
at a special membership meeting of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
on January 7. The two motions, related to freezing mem- 
bership charges for 1995 and for 1996-1998, had been pre- 
sented to the corporation in the form of two petitions, 
each signed by approximately 50 members. Such petitions 
require a special] membership meeting to be called. 


A similiar petition a year ago 
called for the freezing of 1994 
charges at the 1993 level. The 
membership was in favor of this 
petition and, although the mem- 
bership vote was considered non- 
binding, the board of directors 
subsequently met and shaved the 
budget. 

Setting the Stage 

To hold down the costs to the 
members for the special meet- 
ing, volunteers set up chairs, 
signed in members, etc. At 2 
p.m., members were lined up at 
the door to Greenbelt Element- 


ary School. By 2:15, most were 


seated and it was announced 
that 201 voters were registered, 
substantially more than the 75 
required by the by-laws for a 
quorum. 

Carole Levin, newly elected 
president of the GHI Board of 
Directors, called. the meeting to 

der. the other 
members of the board. When 
she introduced Gretchen Over- 
durff, GHI’s manager of less 
than a year, there was-a round 
of applause. Possibly in a ref- 
erence to last year’s meeting, 
Levin reminded the members 
that all have the right to expect 
other members to act reasonably 
and respectfully. She also stres- 
sed that this meeting was to dis-

Brush up your Brooklyn accent and bring along your 
Yiddish dictionary before coming to see this play about 
three aging Jewish women who struggle with how to get

Ivan Menchell’s The Ceme- 


tery Club, being presented right now at the Greenbelt 
Cultural Arts Center, focuses on an ebullient sixsome 
that has now become a threesome. 


This is a good play, performed 
well by a surprisingly good cap- 
able cast; it was touching, fun- 
ny and real. The combination of 
poignancy and humor was evi- 
dent in lines like Sam’s: “My 
twenty-fifth anniversary present 
was a coronary bypass. At least 
it was something I could use,” 
and Lucille’s response to the 
question “Are you going?” 
“Sure, I like Selma’s weddings.” 

The scene oscillates between 
Ida (Ilene Levine)’s apartment 
and the cemetery where an ar- 
gument erupts between Lucille 
(Norma Ozur) and Doris (Marie 
Tousignant), who have opposite 
attitudes towards their dead 
husbands and their marriages. 
Marie Tousignant as Doris con- 
vincingly portrays a woman who 
clings to her happy past. Ida 
struggles between her grief and 
a desire to move on and Lucille 
has moved on a little bit too 


quickly for the other two wom- 
en’s taste. Doris accuses Lucille: 
“You’d like to turn the cemetery 
into a singles bar!” As the play 
progresses the characters gain 
in depth, until we get to an un- 
derstanding of their deeper mo- 
tivations. 


Norma Ozur as Lucille and 
Jack Goldklang as Sam seemed 
most comfortable and at home 
in their parts; the real New 
York in their histories, revealed 
in the Playbill dossiers, probab- 
ly helped them live their roles; 
and while Ida (Ilene Levine) is 
the central, most balanced char- 
acter, Lucille gets the flashiest 
and maybe the liveliest role. 
Norma Ozur’s broad Brooklyn ac- 
cent is authentic to the core. 
You get the feeling she knows 
from Jewish. Lucille’s exuberant 
zest for life is effectively trans-

Sherry Garten, 
a signer of the petitions, ques- 
tioned whether the maker of the 
motion should have more time 
to describe and discuss it. After 
consulting the parliamentarian, 
Levin indicated that she (Levin) 
would be placing each motion on 
the floor and that Garten would 
have the same amount of time 
as all speakers. 


The First Motion 


Levin read the first motion - 
“That the 1995 membership fee 
be kept at or below the total 
1994 membership fees.” Garten 
was first in line to speak and due 
to the 3-minute time limit, spoke 


extremely quickly to ask.anum-... 


ber of questions of the board. 
Although her comments were 
difficult to understand, they con- 
tained references to reducing 
day-to-day expenses; protecting 
the members against electrical 
and other work undertaken by 
members without approval/per- 
mits; cutting GHI staff; and the 
fact that the 1995 budget had 
been reduced after the petition 
was received. 


Although the board is not re- 
quired to respond to questions of 
this type, Vonda Henry, GHI 
Treasurer, chose to respond to 
the last question. Henry indi- 
cated that the budget is discuss- 
ed and refined several times be- 
fore it is finalized. The petition 
was received during the period 
when changes were still taking 
place. 


The next several speakers were 
against the motion indicating 
that they trusted the board and 
its budget. One member from 


Laurel Hill Road, Marty Scheel, 


asked those who had signed the 
petition to raise their hand and 
indicate if they had attended any 
of the budget meetings. No hands 
were raised although Scheel 
asked Garten if she had signed 
and Garten then raised her hand. 
Levin indicated that this type of 
speech might not be appropriate 
and that all comments were to 
be addressed to the chairman of 
the meeting, not to the audience. 


Norman Weyel, a former board 
member, indicated that he had 
helped prepare 16 budgets in his 
16 years on the board and felt 
that this was a bare-bones bud- 
called the question, 
which means that if passed de- 
bate is cut off immediately. A 
vote is taken and, if 2/3 of the 
members agree, debate ends and 
the motion is voted on. The mo-

Sometimes the lines were de- 
livered with less than total con- 
fidence. Timing, especially of 
humor, is difficult, but_ open- 
ing night jitters could account 
for that and as they warm up 
and get into their run, the actors 
may begin to work off each other 
a little more comfortably. 


The small stage prob- 
ably adds to the  feel- 
ing of having to be extra care- 
ful, in movement and speech. 
Now, however, the small size of 
the stage and having seats on 
three sides means. directors 
should be especially careful a- 
bout blocking and backs to the 
audience. Lighting was profes- 
sional and especially well done 
during the first cemetery scene. 

All in all, since the last couple 
of performances I’ve seen at the 
Greenbelt Arts Center, the level 
of professionalism is definitely 
up. I was impressed. As they 
would say in Brooklyn: You'll 
laugh a little, you'll cry little.
